That they do Good, that they be rich in good 
Works, ready to diſtribute, willing to- 
communicate; laying up in flore for 

themſelves a good Foundation againſt the 


Time to come, that they may lay bold on 
eternal Life. 


i Pe > HIS World would be but too happy, if: 
LNG every Man that came into it would lays 
N T 7 2 it down as the great Rule and Principle 
y of his Life, to do all the Good in his 
| Power, as long as he continued in it, 
By this means, Men would gradually riſe to the Be- 
nignity and Perfection of bleſſed Spirits; and this 
Earth would. refine into the Reſemblance of Heaven; 
A. 2. when 
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when every intelligent being would (as far as in him 

lay) become a Benefactor and guardian Angel to every 

other. The Life of Man, conſidered in this Light, 

would be a Courſe of reaſonable Actions, directed to 

moſt exalted and excellent Purpoſes; and the Felicity 

of another Life would be regarded, as, in ſome mea- 

ſure, a conſequential and more ſuitable Reward of 
the Rectitude and Benignity of this. Whereas, if 
we conſider Life under the Management of thofe who 

make the greateſt Noiſe, and greateſt Numbers in 

this World, it is the moſt giddy, tumultuous, un- 

meaning Thing that can be imagined; a Scene of 
Folly and Confuſion; a Circle of trifling Deſires and 

vexatious Averſions, of painful Purfuits and perpe- 
tual Diſappointments, without any fixt Purpoſe that 
exalts us above the Dignity and Happineſs of Brutes ; 

at the ſame time that we are infinitely more ob- 
noxious to Vexation and Diſquiet than they can be. 


AND yet it is obvious, that if Men would be 
perſuaded to make 1t the Aim of their Life to do 
Good, this one Principle would raiſe and ennoble 
their whole Conduct; give Weight and Dignity to 
their leaſt Undertakings; inſomuch, that every Action 
of this Life would then be a- proper and a rational 
Preparation for the Beatitudes of Heaven. 


AND therefore the Buſineſs. of this Diſcourſe ſhall 
be, | 
Firſt,

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Firft, To explain and enforce this Duty of doing 
Good. And, 


Secondly, To ſhew you the Advantage and Reward 
of ſuch good Works bs I am this Day t to recommend 
to 58 


Ans firſt, As to the Duty of doing Oocd, it is 


evident to any one that thinks, that Man was not 
made for himſelf alone. The Need we have of mu- 


tual Aſſiſtance, the Inclination we feel in ourſelves 
to' relieve others in Diſtreſs, and the Pleaſure reſult- 
ing from that Relief, ſufficiently aſſert this Truth. 
Inſomuch that if it were not for the mutual Offices 
of Humanity, or (which is the' fame thiny) that 
Principle of doing Good to one another implanted 
in us by Almighty Gop, the End of our Creation 
muſk be „ and Society run to ruin. 


' IT 1s in the Body Politic as in the Natural; the 
higheſt and nobleſt Parts are not yet independent of 
the Aid and Miniſtration of the an a Doctrine 
which St Paul hath finely illuſtrated, in that beauti- 
ful Alluſion and Image, in the twelfth Chapter of his 
firſt Epiſtle to the Corinthians: The Eye cannot ſay unt 
the Hand, I have no need of thee ; nor again, the Head to 
the Feet, I have no need of you; nay much more, thoſe 
Members of the Body, which ſeem to be feeble, are yet ne- 
ceſſary: God having ſo tempered the Body, (as the Apoſtle 


finely 
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finely obſerves) that there ſhould be no Schiſm in it; but 
that the Members ſhould have the ſame Care one of. 
another; that is, that every Part of the Body ſhould 
ſome way or other contribute to the Preſervation and 
Well-being of every other. Again, 


As the Duty of doing Good is of univerſal Ex- 
tent, becauſe every Man living is in ſome fort enabled 
for it; ſo is it more peculiarly incumbent upon thoſe. 
whom God hath bleſſed with better Abilities and 
Opportunities of diſcharging it. And therefore it is 
that the Charge of doing Good is more particularly 
directed by the Apoſtle to the Rich in this World. 
Charge them, ſaith. St Paul, ver. 17. who are rich in 
this World. that they be not high-minded, nor truſt in un- 
certain Riches ;. but in. the living God, who giveth us all 
things richly to enjoy: that they do god; that they be rich 
in good Works, ready to diſtribute, willing to communi- 


cate, 


Gop, who gave us our Being, and all the Bleſſings 
conſequent upon it, had an undoubted Right. to con- 
fer his Benefits upon us under what Conditions and. 
Limitations he thought fit: and ſince he hath been. 
pleaſed, in. his holy Goſpel, to. declare. us, not the 
Proprietors of his Bleſſings, but the Stewards only, 
it is from hence plainly incumbent upon us, when 
our own Neceſſities are ſerved, by the good Things. 
beſtowed upon us, to lay out the Remainder agree 


ably 
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ably to our Maſter's Will and for his Uſe ; and that 
is, in one word, to do Good with them. And in- 
deed it would be inconſiſtent both with the Wiſdom 
and the Goodneſs of Gop, to beſtow his Bleſſings 
upon us to any other Purpoſes: To imagine that 
Gop gives the good Things of this Life for ſuch 
Ends, as the Weakneſs and Wickedneſs of Mankind 
too often pervert them to, the Gratification of un- 
meaning Avarice or pernicious Luxury; or to enable 
ſome few of his Creatures to triumph in the Op- 
preſſion and Diſtreſs of their Fellows; this were as 
monſtrous in us to imagine, as it were inconſiſtent 
with the divine Goodneſs to ordain. 


IT is obvious to any one that thinks, that in the 
preſent State of Things, the Government of the 
World could not be carried on, nor human Society 
ſupported, if all Men were upon a Level, and none 
greater, or richer, or more powerful than others: 
and therefore the Appointments of divine Providence 
in the Government of the World, are every way wor- 
thy of his Wiſdom and his Goodneſs, and our higheft 
Admiration! For ſince a Subordination of Perſons, 
and an Inequality of Conditions, was neceſſary to the 
Government of the World, (for otherwiſe who could 
command, or who would obey?) Gow in his Wiſ- 
dom hath ſo tempered that Inequality, that every 
State is bettered by it in the Event. For as the poor 
Man wants Protection and Support, the rich Man 

wants 
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wants Service and Defence: as the one bath ub 


more of the good. things of this World than he can 


apply to his private Uſe, ſo the other needs much 


more than he hath; as this Man hath Neceflities, the 


other hath Superfluities.— By theſe means, the mutual 
Wants of Men are balanced and ſupplied; and every 
Condition of Life hath its proper Portion of Conſo- 
lation and Relief. And thus it comes to paſs, that 


although the Goodneſs, of Gov, in the Government 


of the World, may ſeem, to us ſhort-fighted Mortals, 
like the Sun in the Zodiac, which to a mon Eye 
ſeemeth to move oblique and unequal; and far that 
Reaſon to ſhed its warmer and more enlivening Rays 
upon only a ſmall Portion of the Earth in Compari- 


ſon; inſamuch that ſome Parts of, it ſemm altagether 


deſerted, becauſe they axe left lang in the Park; yet 


when the entire Revolution is accompliſhed, and the 
whole Account ſummed up, we ſhall find, yon 
Pſalmiſt, that nothing. is lid from ibe Heat thereof, that 
no one Point of the Globe can ſpeak. itſelf deſtitute 
of his kindly Influence; and that all have in Truth 
been co enlightned, and perhaps too, all equally 
(or at leaſt very ſufficiently) relieved and cheriſhed. 


Bur farther yet; we muſt do Good, if we would 
be happy either in this World or in the next. 


Tar true Definition of Goodneſs is this; it. is. an 
Inclination to make all Beings happy ht ae 


"a 
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and fitted to be ſo : Now this Inclination of Neceſſity 
makes us ſhare in the Happineſs we create, and ſhar- 
ing in the Happineſs of another, is evidently an Ad- 
dition to our own. Hence it is plain, that Goodneſs 
enlarges a Man's Capacity of Happineſs, by hindring 
his Felicity from being confined to the ſcanty Com- 
paſs of his particular Concerns ; and that no Being 
1s as happy as it might be, that hath not the Power 
and the Pleaſure of making others ſo; and that Gop 
muſt be the happieſt of all Beings, merely becauſe 
he is the beſt ; and fo after him, they that are next 
in Goodneſs are next alſo in Beatitude. And as this 
Deſire of promoting the Happineſs of others is the 
Diſpoſition that will beſt fit us for the Society of 
Angels and Archangels, in the Regions of Love and 
Bliſs, it is a Diſpoſition abſolutely neceſſary to our 
Happineſs even in Heaven. 


Ap thus you fee the ſtrong Obligations we all 
lie under to do Good. 


Firſt, WE muſt do Good, if we would act up to 


the original Dignity and firſt Principles of our Na- 
ture. 


Secondly, Wx muſt do Good, if we would faith- 
fully diſcharge the Stewardſhip Gop hath committed 
to us; and act conformably to that Order which the 
divine Providence hath eſtabliſhed for the Govern- 

ment of the World. And, 
* B Ihirdly, 
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Thirdly, WE muſt do Good, if we would be 


happy either here or hereafter. 


I coME now to the Second Head of this Diſcourſe, 
namely, To lay before you the Advantage andReward 
of {ſuch good Works, as I am now to recommend to 
you : I mean the contributing to ſupport and edu- 
cate a Number of Orphans, -and other helpleſs Chil- 
dren, in thoſe Chriſtian Seminaries, called Charity- 
Schools. And this, I will be bold to ſay, is one of 
the beſt judged, the moſt extenſive, and the moſt 
uſeful Schemes of Human and Chriftian Beneficence, 
that ever yet entred into the Heads or Hearts of 
Men. 


AND this will appear, whether you conſider it 
with regard to the Children themſelves, or with re- 
gard to the Public. — With regard to the Children 
themſelves, how glorious a Reflection is it to think, 
that, with a ſmall Portion of our Subſtance, we have 
relieved diſtreſſed and helpleſs Innocence; reſcued 
from Sin and Miſery, and the endleſs Temptation of 
Want; beſtowed the Bleſſing of good Education, 
virtuous Principles, and early Induſtry; and by ſo 
doing, as far as in us lay, ſaved @ Soul alive! 


WIr regard to the Public, what can be a truer 
Satisfaction to the Mind of a good Citizen, and a 
Lover of Mankind, than to ſee that he hath, by his 

Beneficence, 
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n recovered a Number of good and uſeful 
Members to Society! That he hath reſcued even a 


few of his Fellow- Creatures from Want and the 

common Temptations to Vice and Villany | That he 
hath now made thoſe an Ornament and a Bleſfling to 
the Community, which would otherwiſe, in all Pro- 
bability, have been a Burden and a Curſe to it! For 
the Children ſupported and bred up in Charity- 
Schools are, for the moſt part, ſuch as muſt other- 
wiſe ſtarve or beg about your Streets; that is, ſuch 
as muſt otherwiſe be either entirely loſt to the Public, 
or become a Load and a Nuſance to it. 


The Advantages that accrue to the Public from 
theſe Seminaries are ſo obvious at firſt Sight, that 
one would think it were ſcarcely poſlible to find out 
a Colour of Objection to them : And yet there are 
wiſe Men of the World, who have great Diſlſike to 
them, and ſet themſelves upon all Occafions ſtrenu- 
ouſly to oppoſe them. I ſhall lay their ſtrongeſt Ob- 
jections before you, in their full Force; and when I 
have done fo, I ſhall endeavour to ſhew you how 
little Weight or Force they have. 


Ax p 1}, It is objected, that the Care taken by 
the Public, for the Education of theſe Children in 


Charity-Schools, encourageth Parents to Idleneſs and 


Neglect of their Children. 


B 2 2dly, THAT 
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2dy, TyuaT ſuch Numbers are by this means 


taken away to Trades, as creates a want of Drudges 
in the meaner Offices of Life; ſuch as Porters, Ser- 
voants and Labourers. 


Tux firſt Objection is, That the Care of Children 
in Charity-Schools encourages Parents to Idleneſs.— 
Now the true Queſtion is, whether this Proviſion 
ever encouraged one honeſt and induſtrious Man to 
Idleneſs and Neglect of his Family? Can any one 
Inſtance be produced of ſuch a Man, taken off from 
his Care and Diligence in his Calling, by the Hopes 
of ſeeing his Children reduced to Charity? I am per- 
ſuaded there is no ſuch thing, There is an honeſt 
Pride that attends an honeſt Induſtry, which ſets a 
good Mind above ſuch baſe Hopes, and makes the 
very Thoughts of it hateful ; and conſequently will 
always, to a Man of that Character, be rather a Spur, 
than a Check to Induſtry. That ſuch Proſpects may 
encourage Sots and Sluggards to go on in their 
Drunkenneſs and their Sloth, I have no doubt: But 
then would they not have ſtill gone on, without this 
Encouragement ? There is no queſtion but they 
would. And which is moſt eligible to the Public, 
that the Children of ſuch Creatures fhould be bred 
up under public Teachers, or under the Influence 


and Example of ſuch Parents ? Nay perhaps, it would 


be more for the Intereſt of Mankind, if all Children 
whatſoever

whatſoever were bred up under public Teachers, 
and at the Expence of the Public; at leaſt the wiſeſt 
Kingdom and wiſeſt Commonwealth we read of, in 
all Antiquity, thought ſo and did ſo; I mean Perſia 
and Sparta. 


Bes1DEs, that the greater Number of Children 
bred at Charity-Schools, are. either the Children of 
Perſons of good Character, known, by thoſe that 
recommend and receive them, to be reduced to Want, 
by Sickneſs, Accidents in Trade, and other Misfor- 
tunes; and not by Idleneſs and Vice : or they are 
very often Orphans, and utterly helpleſs and deſti- 
tute ; and to ſuch at leaſt this Objection 1s utterly 
removed; as in truth it hath very little Weight with 
regard to others. But, 


TRE great Objection is this : That ſuch Num- 
bers are ſent to Trades from Charity-Schools as create 
a Scarcity of Drudges in the lower Offices of Life, 
ſuch as Porters, Servants and Day- Labourers : But 
this is ſo idle an Objection, that I am almoſt aſhamed 
to give it a ſerious Anſwer. Do Men really know 
ſo little of Mankind, as to be afraid that ever Vice 
and Villany will fail from © amongſt them? That 
there will be ſo few evil Diſpoſitions, or evil Acci- 
dents in this World, as to create a Scarcity of Parents, 
who will be either wicked, of WING, or un- 


happy 
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happy enough to. train up their Children to the com- 


mon Courſes of Vice and Idleneſs, or leave them to 
the common Calamities of Want? And until this 
can be ſuppoſed, it is evident we can never, in the 
ordinary Train of Things, want a ſufficient Number 


of abandoned or forlorn Wretches to fill up the 
meaneſt Offices of Life. | 


Bur to be more particular, By the moſt reaſon- 
able and candid Computation that I have ever known, 
the Children educated in Charity-Schools throughout 
the Dominions of Great Britain are about One in 


Five Hundred. Can we imagine then that Men are 


ſerious and in their Senſes, when they apprehend that 
any Evil can poſſibly ariſe to the Public, from having 
ſuch a Number of Children put once in Seven Years 
to Services and labouring Trades ? Whereas the real 
Truth is, that if they were not ſo provided for, the 
Generality of them, being the Children of the Indi- 
gent and Unfortunate and the Idle, and of Conſe- 
quence uneducated to any good Purpoſe, would be- 
come, not Servants or Labourers-or Tradeſmen, but 
Thieves and Beggars and Vagrants. And what can 


be of greater Advantage to the Publie, than to have 
the Number of honeſt, induſtrious and labouring 
Men increaſed; and the Number of Idlers and Vil- 


lains leſſened? And this is in Truth what our Cha- 
rity- Schools effect. From Computation, 


LET 
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Lr us proceed to Fact; Do you want Servants ? 
Quite otherwiſe, they never were known to be more 
numerous or more vicious: and the beſt Prof) 
you have of getting better, is only from Charity- 
Schools. For whereas the Objection would inſmuate, 
that Children bred at theſe Schools are not to become 


Servants, the very contrary to this is the Truth: and 


one great Uſe of them to the Public (although 
not in every School) is, to be a Seminary of honeſt 
and uſeful Servants. And what can fo fitly qualify 


any Number of Children to become fuch, as the early 


Inſtitution of them in the ſeveral Duties they owe 
to Gop and Man; as the timely forming their Minds 
to Piety and Virtue, to Humility and Honeſty, to 
Truth and Temperance and Chaſtity; and fixing 
theſe Principles in their Hearts, from a true Senfe 
of Religion and Fear of Gop? And if Charity-Schools 
are not able to effect this, indeed I know not what 
will or what can. 


Ax in truth the Advantage that would arife to 
the Public from theſe Seminaries in this ſingle In- 
ſtance, I mean from the breeding up of honeſt and 
religious Servants, is inconceivably great: for I be- 


lieve it m ay fairly be prefumed, that more than one 

half of ue Wickedneſs of the Nation is owing to 

the Wickedneſs of Servants, »•*c„”≅c?6:04.t "Is moſt 
| part 
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part abandoned, and loſt to all Senſe of Reli gion and 


Virtue themſelves, take all Opportunities to corrupt 


and taint your Children, and are but too ſucceſsful 
in their Endeavours. Whereas theſe ſame Perſons, 


if they were virtuouſly educated, would be Examples 
and Guardians of Virtue to the reſt of your Family; 


and would then ſecure your Children from thoſe 


Vices to which they now ſeduce them. 


Bur ſtill the Number of Day-Labourers is leſſened 
by Charity-Schools. This alſo I am perſuaded is a 


great Miſtake, becauſe the Bulk of Children bred this 


Way are taken from Towns, where they have little 
Opportunity of learning Day-Labour; and in the 
common Courſe of Things, muſt turn their Thoughts 


to other and worſe Ways, although there were no 
ſuch Things as Charity-Schools in the World. 


BesIDes, it is now well Cm that it is an eſta- 
bliſhed Principle with the Governors of theſe Schools, 
to put out every Child educated in them to Occupa- 


tions of -uſeful Labour and Induſtry of ſome Kind, 


no one Art or Occupation excepted ; and therefore it 
is high Time for the Abuſers and Maligners of theſe 
Charities to hide at once their Calumny and their 
Shame. It is far from the Purpoſe of theſe Governors 
to leſſen the Numbers of the low labouring World; 
their great Aim is to increaſe their Honeſty, their 
Virtue, 
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Virtue, and the Fear of Gop in their Dealings; and 
he muſt know little of this Part of the World who 
knows not, from his own Experience; that all theſe 
Principles are greatly wanting amongſt them. 


Gtr me Leave to add, that theſe Men, who ſet 

themſelves againſt Charity-Schools, ſeem to act like 
thoſe Diſciples, who, in the Fulneſs of their Wiſdom, 
forbad little Children to be brought to CHRIST; 
and were, and well deſerved to be rebuked for ſo 
doing. They are Men, who, in all their Extent of 
politic Devices, never thoroughly conſidered or com- 
prehended how much Righteouſneſs exalteth a Nation; 
and how much that Righteouſneſs might be diffuſed, 
even from ſmall Seminaries of Religion, and uſeful 
Knowledge diſperſed throughout a Kingdom. They 
have never conſidered that fine Obſervation in the 
Wiſdom of Solomon, The Multitude of the Wiſe is the 
Welfare of the World; chap. vi. 24. or if they have 
conſidered this, they have not perhaps ſufficiently 
conſidered, that the Ways of Virtue are alone the 
Ways of Wiſdom; and conſequently, that the Good 
only are wiſe; and therefore the diffuſing Piety and 
Virtue throughout a Nation is beſtowing the greateſt 
Bleſſing and Benefaction that can pe ve con- 
ferred upon any People. 1 271 


AND thus having, I hope, removed the only Ob- 
Jung of any weight that lie againſt Charity-Schools, 
C | and 
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and hinted the many Advantages that accrue to the 
Public from them; (and in Truth the Advantages are 
ſo obvious that they need only to be hinted) I pro- 
ceed, in the laſt Place, to ſhew you the Reward that 
will await ſuch good Works from the Hand of Gop. 


AND in order to determine you rightly in a Point 
of ſach infinite Importance, remember, I beſeech 
you, Brethren, the Rewards that await your good 
Works at the Hand of Gop : Remember that Cha- 
rity hath the Promiſe both of this Eife and of that 


which is to come: It calleth down the Blefling of 


God upon all your Endeavours; it delivereth in 
Diftreſs; it enſureth Eternity. Of this laſt we need 
no other Proof than that Charity is the great Point 
upon which our Sentence at the laſt Day will turn, 
whether of Reward or Reprobation, according as we 


have either practiſed or negteRel this great Duty. 


As to the reſt, hear what follows : Thi ſhalt flrely 
give to thy poor Brother, faith Moſes, Deut. xv. 10. and 


thine Heart ſhall not be grieved, when thou giveſt unto 


Bim; becaiiſe that for this thing the Lord thy God ſhall 
Bleſs thee in all thy Works, and in all that thou puttift thine 
Hand unto. | 


Solbmon tells us in the fifth Chapter of his Ecck/aftes, 
ver. 13. that there is a fore Evil which he had er 
under the Sun, namely, Riches kept for the Otoners 
thereof to their Hurt.

ARE you poor? Give of your Pittance : Remem- 
ber the Praiſe of the poor Widow in the Goſpel, and 


throw in your Mite into the Treaſury of Gop. Give 
with Hope, give with an aſſured Confidence, that 
no Man was ever yet undone by a chriſtian and a 
well- judged Charity; but by Avarice and untimely 
Thrift, Millions. The liberal Soul, ſaith Solomon, ſhall 
be made fat; and he that watereth ſhall be watered himſelf 
again. The Bleſlings of Beneficence are like the 
Leaves in the Hand of ChRIS TH; they grow in giving, 
and increaſe in Communication: and it is impoſſible 
but they muſt be bleſſed in an extraordinary manner 
ſince they are Loans to Gon, who will repay 1 75 
Intereſt. For he that hath Pzty upon the Poor, lendeth 
unto the Lord: and that which he hath given ell be pay 
him again, Prov. xix. 17. 


ARE you rich? Put not your Truſt in uncertain 
Riches, but in the living God, who giveth us al Thi 195 
richly to enjoy. If Gop give you Wealth, can you 
think it hard to give him back of his own Bounty? 


Have you no Children of your own ? Adopt the 
Fatherleſs and the Foundling; conſider theſe as ſub- 
ſtituted by God in the Place of thoſe, his Wiſdom, 


and

and doubtleſs his Mercy alſo, hath denied you. Vou 


are peculiarly pointed out by the divine Providence 
to Offices of this Kind. 


Have you Children of your own? Bring down 
the Bleſſing of Gop upon them by Bounty to the 
Poor. The Pittance you give to theſe poor Children 


before you is evidently given to Virtue and Religion: 


The Treaſures you are perhaps heaping up endleſly 
for your own are very poſſibly Funds of Vice and 


Extravagance. In this caſe, you are ſure you are

He 
that gathereth by defrauding his cwn Soul, ſaith the wife 
Son of Siracb, gathereth for others, that ſhall ſpend his 
Goods Tiotoufly, My Brethren, he that withholdeth 
from the Poor defraudeth his own Soul ; and you 
fee the End of ſuch an one's Avarice. You imagine 
you are eſtabliſhing your Families by an endleſs Pro- 


viſion of Wealth; but in reality fome of you may 
have Reaſon to fear you are labouring to deſtroy 


them; that you are haſtning to throw your Poſte-

rity into Luxury and Extravagance; that is, in Truth, 
you are haſtning to bring them into that very Con- 
dition of Want, to which theſe poor Objects before 
your Eyes are reduced, . 


Ox ſay you are not: Are you yet to learn that 
Riches are by no means permanent or perennial Po- 
ſeſſions? A War, a Fire, a public Calamity, or any 
other of ten thouſand Accidents, may ſweep- them 


away at once : The Tide of Wealth hath its Ebbs 


and Flows; and no Man knows how ſoon his Ful- 
neſs of Fortune may forſake him, and leave him at 


once deſolate and dry; and in ſo doing expoſe his 


own Offspring to the Want of that Relief, which is 
now required at his Hands for the Offspring of 
others. So that if Religion did not demand this 
Charity from you, Prudence ſhould exact it. 


ARE you naturally liberal ? Indulge that happy 
Inſtin& with which Gop hath endowed you, and do 
Good that your Soul may be bleſt. The merciful Man 
doth Good to his own Soul, ſaith Solomon; but be that is 
cruel troubleth his own Fleſh. 


ARE you covetous ? Aſk yourſelf, with the wiſe 
Man, What Good there is to ſuch Owners of Wealth, ſave 
the bebolding them with your Eyes? Nay even Covetouſ- 
neſs might find its Account in Charity, if the Great-

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In the laſt Place. — It is evident from the Nature 
of the Thing, that if there could be ſuch a Thing 
as a juſt Claim to eternal Happineſs, none could 
have ſo juſt a one as he, who, as far as in him lieth, 


is doing Good to all Eternity. Now the Man that 


layeth himſelf out to ſupport and to eſtabliſh Semi- 
naries of Religion and Virtue, where true Piety and 
the Glory of Gov, and the Good of Mankind are to 
be propagated for ever, is, as far as in him lieth, 
doing Good to all Eternity. 


Ax ſurely it would ill become me, on this Occa- 
ſion, to be ſilent on the Merits of that excellent 
SociE TY for the promoting Chriſtian Knowledge, whoſe 
Labours. have fo remarkably merited of Mankind; 
not only in erecting encouraging, and ſupporting 
Charity-Schools, throughout thefe Realms; but like- 
wiſe in propagating Chriſtian Light and Truth 
over the Face of the Earth ; diffuſing them, like the 
Light and Heat of the Sun, from Eaſt to Weſt, and 
from North to South. Indeed, far from being able 
to give them their due Praiſe, I can but ill expreſs 
the Veneration of my own Heart for ſuch exalted 
Virtue and heavenly Piety : May Gop (who only 
can) bleſs and ſupport them, ,as he hath hitherto 
moſt remarkably done, in this World, and everlaſt- 
ingly reward them in Heaven.

by the generous Example of many Noble and Ho- 
nourable Perſons, as alſo by liberal Contributions, 
and earneſt Exhortations from the Right Reverend. 


the Biſhops, and their Clergy, had, through Gop's 


Bleſſing, fo good an Effect upon the Minds of cha- 
ritable and well diſpoſed Chriſtians of every Rank 
and Denomination, that the Society (beſides making 
many large Remittances to. Germany) have been ena- 


bled to ſend over to the Engliſh Colony in Georgia 


in the Years 1733, 1734: 1735, and 1741, Four

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Tranſports, conſiſting of more than two Hundred 
Proteſtant Emigrants, chiefly Sa/fzburgers; who, 
with two Miſſionaries and a Schoolmaſter, are ſet- 
tled by themſelves at Ebenezer : and. there live in a 
contented, comfortable, and hopeful Way, upon 
ſuch Lands as have been aſſigned to them by the 
Truſtees for Eſtabliſhing the ſaid Colony. 

THe great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary 
for the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement; together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary 
for their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, have 
fo far reduced the Charities belonging to this Branch 
of the SociETY's Deſigns, that they had nothing 
lefr to anſwer any future Wants and Contingen- 
cies; excepting 2500 J. New South Sea Annuities, 
which have been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 
paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſhona- 
ries and Schoolmaſter. But the lowering of public 
Intereſt ſo affects the Society, that they know not 
how to make good this Annual Salary, without re- 
commending again the Saltzburg-Colony in Georgia, 
both to the Conſideration of the Government, and 
to the liberal Contributions of ſuch private Perſons, 
as have Ability, and wiſh well to it. But until far- 
ther Aſſiſtance ſhall be received, the Society, deſirous 
that this good Work may not want a preſent Supply, 
have, out of the Money raiſed by the Annual Sub- 
ſcriptions of their Members and other Benefactions, 
purchaſed J 833: 6 : 8 additional New South Sea 
Annuities to be added to that Fund, truſting that the 
good Providence of Gop, which hath hitherto won- 
derfully bleſſed all their Endeavours, will raiſe them

and finiſhed it in 1748, by an Impreflion of Fifteen 3 8 
Thouſand Copies, which they have ſince diſperſed in Language. 
the moſt prudent, uſeful and extenſive Manner they 
could. But ſuch is the Zeal, and Thirſt of good 
Chriſtians throughout Wales, for having the Holy 
Scriptures in that Language, wherein alone they can 
poſſibly read them; that this Impreſſion (large as it 
was) fell exceedingly ſhort of the univerſal Demand 
that was made for it. For which Reaſon, the So- 
ciety, from a compaſſionate and Chriſtian Regard to 
their Wants, put into the Preſs another Edition of 
the Bible, confiſting of the ſame Number of Copies ; 
as likewiſe. of Five Thouſand New:Teftaments, and 
as many Common Prayer Boołs in the ſame Language. 

This ſecond Edition alſo was, by the Bleſſing of Gop, 
happily finiſhed, and diſtributed.

ce rection, not only to take the Oaths to the Go- 
«© yernment before their Admiſſion, but at the 
«© Time of their Admiſſion to ſubſcribe to ſome ſuch 
« ſolemn Promiſe, or Declaration, as the follow- 
&« ing, viz. T hat they do heartily acknowledge his Ma- 
« zeſty King GEORGE, to be the only lawful and 
ce rightful King of theſe Realms; and will to the 
« utmoſt of their Power educate the Children com- 
&« mitted to their Charge, in a true Senſe of their 
« Duty to him as ſuch : That they will not, by any 
« Words or Actions, do any thing whereby to leſſen 
c their Eſteem of, or their Obedience to the preſent

They particularly thank the Socigrv for their extraordi- 
nary Benefaction of Twenty Pounds each, over and above 
their Salaries, in Conſideration of the Loſſes they had ſul-- 
tained during the War in thoſe Parts; and promiſe in re- 
| = 3 and diligently to diſcharge the Duty of their 
niſtry. i | 

In their Accounts of the State and Progreſs of their 
Miſſion they obſerve, that 1761 was the firſt Year, ſince 
the Calamities of War, that they have enjoyed the Hap: 
pineſs of living in their own Houſes without Fear and 
Danger.

the Papiſts and Heathens. In order to which Mr Fabricius 
did in January take a Journey to SJadras, and in February.

From amongſt the Heathen ſeven adult Perſons, after 
proper Inſtructions have been baptized, and with 2 Papiſts 
received into Church Communion. He hath baptized 22 
| Infants; and the whole Increaſe of the Church that Year 
hath been 31 Souls. And fince the Beginning of this, he 
hath begun to prepare ten Adults for Baptiſm. | 
Several Conferences have been held with the Heatbens 
in various Places, 

This 
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This Letter is accompanied with a Deſcription of a 
Malabar or Tamulian Funeral Proceſſion, and of Iſuren's 
Pagoda or Temple at Tripaplore, 3 Miles from Cudulore, 
which ſet forth the Pagan Worſhip in a hideous and abo- 
minable Light. And he gives us his Conjecture, that the 
Epyptian Ofyris and the Malabar Iſuren are the ſame ficti- 
tious Deities: He mentions the indecent Images called 
Lingam, which they carry about them as Charms, and wor- 
ſhip with daily Sacrifices in their Pagoda, where above 
100 Families of Bramines are maintained, and the vileſt 
Obſcenities and moſt filthy Luſts are continually practiſed. 
Mleſſrs Koblboff and Schwartz paid a Viſit to Cudulore; and 
Mr Breithaupt, on Account of his Health, took a Journey 
thither : when they ſtrengthned the Bond of fraternal 
Unity, by mutual Prayer and Meditation, and exhorted 
each other to a faithful Diſcharge of the Truſt repoſed in 


them, and recommended their worthy Benefactors to the 
Divine Mercy. 3 . 

Mr Hutteman, in another Letter from the ſame Place, 
dated 23d Sept. 1762, by the Fox, Capt. Hume, gives an 
Account of the ſafe Arrival of the Remittances and ſome 
Preſents by the Groſvenor. He promiſes at the End of the 
Tear to tranſmit his Journal to the Sociꝝr v; and acquaints 
them, that at the Requeſt of the Chief, he officiates in 


Engliſh every Fortnight to the Garriſon at Cudulore.

Chaplain in their ſtead, who, with an equal good Zeal,. 
ardently endeavours to promote the Cauſe of Chriſtianity. 

Letters dated the 125 and 19th of April 1762, have 
been ſince received by the Godolphin, Captain Roddam, in 
which Mr Kiernander acknowledges the Receipt of the Cheſt 
of Books and Medicines ſent thither by a Country Ship, 
which rar upon a Sand- bank and ſunk immediately after 
he had taken the Cheſt out. He thanks Gop for this 
peculiar Providence; and propoſeth it, as the ſafeſt and 
ſpeedieſt Method, for the future, to ſend every thing by 
the European Ships bound for Bengal, in ſeparate Cheſts, 
not intermixed with what is intended for the Miſſionaries 
in other Settlements. 


The Reverend the Daniſb Miſſionaries at Tranquebar Tranquetar.. 


favoured the Socir with a Letter of the ib of Fan. 1762, 
acknowledging the Receipt of their kind preſents ; and 
expreſſing great Satisfaction that the SocizTyY hath ap- 
proved of the new Miſſion at Calcutta, promiling all that 
is in their Power towards aſſiſting their dear Brother Mr. 
Niernander. . 

They acquaint the Socixr v, that they have had various 
and pleaſing Occaſions to tender the Goſpel, not only 
within the Limits of the Daniſb Company's Territory, but 
in the Country too. And accordingly, in January, TWO 
of them travelled towards Madras, and intreated both the 
Gentiles and Popiſo Chriſtians to. embrace. the pure 2 
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of their Sæviou n; and in March they went with the ſame 
pious View to Tauſbour, and from thence to Tirutniſhapally 
where the Engliſh Gentlemen were delighted to hear the 
Word of Gop preached to the Inhabitants of that Place. 
In April and September they viſited Nagapatnam, and hope 
Gop will crown their Endeavours with Succeſs.

Since the Fall of Pondichery, Tranquebar hath been croud- 
ed with Papiſts; which, whilſt it gives them an Oppor- 
tunity to hear and read the Word of Gop, doth at the ſame 
time put the Miſſionaries on their Guard, to prevent their 
Church from being poiſoned with Superſtition. The Jeſuits 
have endeavoured to get Liberty of ſpreading their dan- 
gerous Doctrine; but, they thank God, the Event hath 
not fully anſwered their Deſire. | 

Some Meravians of Count Zinzendorff*s Sect have lately 
ſettled among them ; but they hope whatever may be a 
Scandal or Hindrance to the Chriſtian Doctrine and Practice 
will be removed. e

0 NCE the former Sheets were printed off, the SocrtzTy 
hath received by the Hardwick, Capt. Sampſon, a Letter 
from the Rev. Mr Kernander, dated at Calcutta the 3 1ſt of 
Dec. 1762, with an Account of his Receipts and Diſburſe- 
ments, and of the Tranſactions of the laſt Year. Therein 
he returns his grateful Acknowled ts for the Cheſt of 
Books and Stationary, received for the Uſe of the School, 
and ſays, that there remain on board the ſame Ship, the 
Houghton, Capt. Rogers, other things for the Miſſionaries on 
the Coaſt, which will be delivered to them on her Return. 

He expreſſeth the Satisfaction he receives on the kind 
Approbation of his Conduct. | 

He mentions an Epidemical Fever which raged at Calcutta 
for the four laſt Months of the Year, which carried off great 
Numbers; that he himſelf had ſix Relapſes of it, but, he 
thanks Gop, he is again reſtored to perfect Health. The 
greateſt, Part of the Children.in his School have been ſo ſick, 
that out of upwards of 200, ſometimes no more than 40 have 
attended; but only two of them died, and others begin to 
recover. The Rev. Mr Samuel Stavely, the Engliſh Chaplain, 
died of this Diſorder, and is ſucceeded by the Rev. Mr Hirſt.
